3. As the Applicants pointed out under Appeal Brief, page number 7-1 0, the cited 
art (Zgarba et al., US 6,502,239 B2) does not teach or suggest all limitations 
about "both artifacts (i.e., the software model and the software code) are 
changed independently between synchronizations (i.e., 'concurrent modified') 
and how to subsequently synchronize the changed software model and changed 
software code" and "a temporary artifact having all the elements of a last 
synchronized version of the first artifact and having all the elements of a latest 
version of the second artifact transformed as the first artifact", in as such 
manners as recited in the independent claim 1 , and thus each of the dependent 
claims are allowable for at least the same reasons.
